Sobert ^. Freeman, who -was arrested on 


suspicion Wednesday night by Officer Al- 
len, as the person who set the fire at Dole 
& Fogg's mill, announced In yesterday's 
WHIG, spent the night in the station honse 
with his companion, Sanborn, who. was 
held as a witness, and in the morning was 
brought ijp into City Marshal Whlb- 
ney's office and thoronghly questioned by 
the City Marshal and Officer Allen as to 
his whereabouts on that night. The pris- 
oner's story of the affair was that he had 
leftSanbojn about 8.15 p. it. and gone 
down after! ^ome liquor, had obtained a 
half pint bottle full, taken a short walk 
up Main street and then returned to Center 
Park to take a drink from the bottle. 
He 


had then gone down Harlow street and 
met a friend and asked him where the fire 
was, the al»rm.of which had struck just 
before, and he told him at Dole & Fogg's 
mill. Soon after he returned to his house 
on Spring street and he and Sanborn went 
to bed. 


Sanborn had previously been questioned 


-in another room and stated that the time 
of returning had' been about as the prisoner 
stated, butj that none of the liquor had 
been drunk: from the bottle as Freeman 
said, and when he had asked him where 
the fire was, he had answered that he did 
not know. I The stories of the two men 
differed in other particulars and the prisoner 
himself became confused in his own ac- 
count, not] making a satisfactory state- 
ment of his whereabouts.

He then went on to give the particulars 


of how he! had been discharged from the 
mill, justly as he owned, and on Wednes- 
^day night, with a feeling of revenge rank- 
ling in his ;breast, had, after he had pro- 
cured the liquor, gone down to the mill 
and lighting a match set fire to the shav- 
ings. He then made his way up town as 
fast as possible, running when nobody 
was in sight, and as it was about fifteen 
minutes before the alarm was jung he had 
plenty of tim 3 to get up town before it 
was known *vhere the flre was. The 
watchman: at the mill had discovered the 
fire soon after it was set, but had taken 
some timeta ineflectual attempts to put it 
out, being obliged, finally, to ring in the 
alarm. 


Freeman was arraigned in court at ten 


o'clock and pleaded guilty to the charge of 
setting the 
fire. 
He was very much 


affected while in court and came very near 
fainting at one 
time. 
Judge Brett 


placed him under $1.000 bonds for his ap- 
pearance at the February term of court, 
and on his failure to procure them the 
prisoner was committed to jail. 


It was a very fortunate escape from a 


serious conflagration, for not only Dole & 
Fogg's mill, on which there is not a cent 
of insurance, owing to the heavy rates, 
would havp gone, but the entire line of the 
buildings on the wharves would probably 
have been1 swept. 
The shavings were 


tightly papked in so that there was no 
draft, this situation saving a rapid spread 
of the fire, which would have run through 
the mill in a very short time, had this not 
been the case.
